“rupees six thousand and an inspection fee of rupees one 
thousand and five hundred plus an additional fee at the rate of 
rupees one thousand": 

(ii) for sub-rules (3) and (4), the following sub-rules shall respectively 
be substituted, namely:- 

“(3) Subject to the provision of sub-rule (2), the application for 
manufacture of more than ten items of each category of drugs 
on a loan licence, shall be accompanied by an additional fee at 
the rate of rupees three hundred for each additional item of 
drugs. 

(4) If the licensing authority is satisfied that a loan licence is 
defaced, damaged or lost, he may, on payment of a fee of 
rupees one thousand, issue a duplicate copy of loan licence.”.

(i) in clause (a), for the words “rupees eighty”, “rupees thirty” and “rupees 
ten” the words “rupees two hundred", “rupees one hundred" and “rupees 
fifty" shall respectively be substituted; 

(ii) in clause (b), for the words “rupees forty”, “rupees thirty” and “rupees 
five”, the words “rupees two hundred”, “rupees one hundred” and “rupees 
one fifty" shall respectively be substituted; 

(iii) in clause (c), for the words “rupees forty”, “rupees fifteen” and “rupees 
five”, the words “rupees two hundred”, “rupees one hundred” and “rupees 
fifty” shall respectively be substituted;

(iii) in sub-rule (3), for the words “rupees fifty”, the words “rupees one 
hundred" shall be substituted. 

In rule 122-H of the said rules, for the words, figures and letters “be valid up to 
the 31®‘ December of the year following the year in which”, the words “ valid for a 
period of five years from the date on which” shall be substituted.

(b) for the second proviso, the following proviso shall be substituted,

“Provided further that if the applicant applies for lenewal of approval after 
its expiry but within six months of such expiry, the inspection fee payable 
shall be rupees six thousand in case of testing of drugs specified in 
Schedules C and C (1) and rupees one thousand and five hundred in the 
case of testing of drugs other than those specified in Schedules C and 
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C(1), Homeopathic medicines and cosmetics, plus an additional fee at the 
rate of rupees one thousand per month,' 

(ii) for sub-rule (2), the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

“(2) A separate application shall be made for grant of approval for carrying 
out tests on additional categories of drugs or items of cosmetics and shall 
be accompanied by an inspection fee of rupees one thousand and five 
hundred in the case of drugs specified in Schedules C and C(1) and 
rupees nine hundred each in case of drugs other than those specified in 
Schedules C and C(1), Hoineooathic medicines and cosmetics . 
Explanation:- For the purpose of this Part, the words 'drugs’ and 
‘cosmetics’ shall also mean and include raw materials used in the 
manufacture of drugs including Homeopathic drugs or cosmetics, as the 
case may be.” 

30. In rule 150-D of the said rules, for the words, figures and letters “valid up to the 
31®’ December ofjhe year following the year in which”, the words “valid for a 
period of five years from the date on which" shall be substituted 

31, In rule 150-1 of the said rules, for the words “rupees fifty", the woids “rupees two 
hundred and fifty" shall be substituted.
